KANSAS CITY, April 15— 
The case of Police Lt. Louis 
Shoulders of St. Louis, charged 
with perjury, went to the jury 
at 12:10 p.m. today after United 
States District Judge Albert A. 
Ridge gave his instructions. The 
jurors had lunch, then began 
their deliberations. 

The 53-year-old veteran po- 
liceman was charged with lying 
under oath to a federal grand 
jury investigating disappearance 
of $303,720 of ‘the $600,000 
Greenlease ransom. Maximum 
penalty for perjury is five years 
in prison and a $2000 fine. 

Judge Ridge, in his charge to 


the jury, said: “A vital question , ee 3 


is involved here, going to the 
heart of our judicial system. We 
are not trying a kidna case, 
this is a perjury charge. ide 
the case on the facts; lay aside 
all sympathy and prejudiice.” 
Instructions by Judge. 

Judge Ridge pointed out that 
a person cannot be convicted of 
perjury on the testimony of one 
witness. “It cannat be just an 
oath against an oath,” he ex- 
plained, “Conviction must be 
based on the testimony of two 
credible witnesses and strong 
corroborative evidence. 

“In this case, time is vital and 
the most important period is 
that from the time Hall was 
brought into the police station, 
8:57. p.m., and some time prior 
to 9:20 when Patrolman Elmer 
Dolan and Shoulders left the 
station to go to Shoulder’s 
home.” 

The jury can consider Should- 
er’s testimony in this case in re- 
lation to His grand jury testi- 
mony and consider its truth and 
accuracy, Judge Ridge advised, 
He said the defendant cannot be 
convicted if he “inadvertently” 
gave false testimony to the 
grand jury, adding that the “fal- 
sity of the testimony must be 
willingly and knowingly given.” 

Calis U.S. Case ‘Confused.’ 


In an impassioned, closing 
argument to the jury Henry G. 
Morris, defense attorney, de- 
scribed the Government’s case 
against Shoulders as a “tenuous, 
frail, mixed-up, confused pic- 
ture.” 

“Government. witnesses have 
gone through brain-washing,” he 
charged. “Where is there direct, 
positive evidence to dispute the 
testimony of Lt. Shoulders that 
he thought Patrolman Elmer Do- 
lan brought one suitcase into 
the station and that he (Should- 
ers) later brought the other suit- 
ease in?” 

The whole Government case, 
Morris asserted, “rests on the 
theory that Carl Austin Hall's 
suitcases were brought into the 
Newstead station at the time 
Hall was booked. That is not 
so. If undisputed testimony 
showed that Shoulders was 
back in the station at 9:40 p.m. 
the night of Oct. 6 and re- 
mained there the rest of the 
night, when did he get the suit- 
cases in, if he didn’t get them 
in when he said he did?” 

Frequently stamping his feet 
to emphasize his - statements, 
Morris said: “Lt. Shoulders 
didn’t have a scratch pad with 
him that night to jot down the 
time. He was nothing but a cop

FALLS IN ST. LOUIS 
IN 14 MINUTES 


Showers and thundershowers, 
which continued today, brought 
rainfall totaling .41 of an inch 
yesterday to St. Louis. Of this 
amount, .37 of an inch fell with- 
in 14 minutes from 5 to 5:14 
p.m., the Weather Bureau re- 
ported. 

Rain was accompanied by 50- 
mile-an-hour winds with gusts 
of more than 60 miles an hour 
from 5 to 5:05 p.m. yesterday 
Precipitation in the St. Louis 
area also included totals of .32 
of an inch in University City, 
21 at Webster Groves, .09 at 
the weather station at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field and Valley Park, 
.26 at Grafton and .06 at St. 
Charles and Alton. 

With yesterday’s rainfall, pre- 
cipitation in St. Louis totals 
4.42 inches for the year to date 
as compared with the normal 
amount of 9.79 for the same 
period last year. Temperatures 
dropped from 84 at 2:30 p.m., 
which was four degrees under 
the record high set in 1936, to 
74 at 5 o’clock and to 64 by 6 
p.m yesterday.

The arrests follewed an in- 
vestigation which gtarted last 
Saturday when County Sheriff 
Arthur C. Mosley réceiyed in- 
formation that Paglino had been 
seen in a South Kingshighway 
tavern the day of the funeral. 

Identified by Court Owner. 

Fred Stark, operator of the 
St. Louis Tourist Court, 8950 
Watson road (U.S, Highway. 66), | 
where the badly burned body of 
a man was found after fire de- 
stroyed a cabin there early 
April 6, today identified Paglino 
as the man who had registered 
alone two hours before the fire. 

Deputy sheriffs said the regis- 
tration signature at the court 
corresponded with that of Pag- 
lino on the blotter at the sher- 
iff’s office. 

A murder warrant against 
Paglino was requested by the 
sheriff's office, but was denied 
by Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach pending further investi- 
gation. 

Paglino refused to account for 
his movements since his wife 
reported him missing April 4, 
explaining his lawyer had ad- 
vised him not: to talk. He ac- 
knowledged, however, that he 
was in “a lot of trouble.” 

County Coroner Arnold J. 
Willmann announced he would 
reopen the investigation into the 
fatal blaze at the tourist court. 

Body Identified by Kin. 

The body found in the ashes 
of the tourist cabin had been 
identified by a relative as that 
of Paglino, and a funeral was 
held last Friday at St. Boniface 
Catholic Church, 7628 Michigan 
avenue, with burial in Resur- 
rection Cemetery. 

Mrs. Paglino, who is 23, in 
reporting her husband missing 
said she had not seen him since 
April 2. 

After the fire she told of- 
ficers her husband had worn a 
wristwatch and a large ring. 
Capt. “Harry Newbold of the 
sheriff’s office and Deputy Hugh 
Bresnahan sifted ashes of the 
destroyed cabin after the fire, 
but found no watch or ring. 

Staying With McCormick. 

MeCormick, who lives at 
2853A South Eighteenth street 
and works at a filling station at 
4300 South Kingshighway, after, 
his arrest last night at first 
denied having seen Paglino.since 
the fire, Sheriff Mosley said, 
but on further questioning ad- 
mitted Paglino had been staying 
with him since Saturday.

Missouri. It set out 29 specific 
instances of efforts made “by 
improper means” to get prefer- 
ential treatment for Pvt. G. 
David Schine, former consultant 
to McCarthy’s investigations 
subcommittee. | 

The Army “bill of particulars” | 
asserts that it was in McCarthy’s | 
presence and with his “consent” 
that Cohn voiced “threats” to 
Army officials if Schine did not | 
receive favored treatment. | 

Threats Made by Cohn. 

The document asserts that 
Cohn, in McCarthy’s presence, | 
made “threats” to “cause the | 
Army to be exposed in its worst 
light and to demonstrate to the 
country how shabbily it was be- 
ing run.” 

Cohn immediately replied 
that the charges were “another 
one-sided smear.” 

The document said Cohn “in 
the presence of and with the 
consent of Senator McCarthy,” 
warned Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. B. Stevens and John 
G. Adams, the Army’s general 
counsel, that theih co-operation

Index Rises to Postwar High of 


March 1953. 
LONDON, April 15 (AP) — 
Britain’s cost of living has 


climbed back to the postwar 
high it hit in March 1953. 

The Ministry of Labor re- 
ported the index rose one point 
in March to 141.

LONDON, April 15 (AP) — 
‘Moscow radio*says a vast cam- 
paign against air pollution is 
turning the Soviet capital into 
the purest major city in the 
world. 

“The air in our capital,” a 
broadcast heard here today said, 
“is becoming purer from year 
to year, in contrast with such 
large cities in capitalist coun- 
tries as New York, London and 
Paris, where pollution of air by 
soot, ashes and other industrial 
wastes is on a sharp increase.” 

This is how the campaign 
works, the broadcast added. 

“In all power stations and 
large Moscow enterprises, ash- 
catchers have been installed 
which absorb from 80 to 90 per 
cent of the ash previously con- 
tained in the air. 


“Measures for purifying the 
city air are becomipg more ex- 
tensive with every year. Diesel- 
powered busses will not be used 
in the center streets of Moscow. 

“Many factories are beginning 
to use gas for fuel, which re- 
5p the soot and smoke in the 
air. 

“From now on, not a single 
factory will be built in the capi- 
tal without provision for air 
purifying devices. These devices 
will be installed in factories 
and mills that are being recon- 
structed. 

“All motor cars manufactured 
in the future will be provided 
with devices for conv 
harmful carbon monoxide into 
carbon dioxide, which becomes 
practically harmless when dif- 
fused in the air.”

Military Council De- 
crees They Can’t Hold 
Office for 10 Years— 
Victory for Nasser. 


CAIRO, April 15 (AP)—Egypt’s 
military government today ban- 
ished from politics for 10 years 


all leaders of the nation’s three 
major parties who held cabinet 
posts during ex-King Farouk's 
last 10 years on the throne. 

The Revolution Council's or- 
der stripping the old politicians 
of their rights to hold office or 
lead their parties struck at most 
of the past Premiers and cabinet 
members who governed the 
country before the present mili- 
tary junta seized power in 
July 1952. 

It also would keep such for- 
mer leadership out of the Na- 
tional Advisory Council which 
the military government has said 
it would set up to assist in the 
oe to eventual civilian 

e, 


Three Main Parties. 
The order applied to Egypt's 
three main political parties, the 
Wafdists, Saadists and Liberal 


Constitutionalists, It said non- | 
partisan ministers would not be | 
affected “unless the Revolution | 
Council rules otherwise.” 

Newspapers listed a total of | 
42 politicians affected, but a gov- | 
ernment spokesman later said 
180 persons would be stripped of 
their political rights. He said 
their identities would be an- 
nounced later. 

A government spokesman said 
the military council also was 
drafting a crackdown on Egypt's 
press syndicate of newspaper 
owners and newspaper men, 
most of them opposed to the 
military rule, and on 40 news- 
paper men who had received 
secret subsidies from Farouk’s 
governments. 

Some reports said the govern- 
ment would dissolve the syndi- 
cate and take its assets into cus- 
tody. Other rumors said “cor- 
rupt pressmen” would be ex- 
pelled and the syndicate reor- 
ganized. 


Victory for Nasser. 

The Revolution Council order 
Was viewed as another major 
victory for Vice Premier Lt. Col. 
Gamal Abdel Nasser in his strug- 
gle for power against President- 
Premier Maj. Gen. Mohamed 
Naguib. The latter favored lift- 
ing the present bar on political 


parties and a return to parlia- 
mentary rule following elections 

July. 

Naguib was forced to reverse 
his pledges of such a program 
on March 29 after pro-Nasser 
street demonstrations. 

Naguib, who has been ill, did 
not attend the all-night session 
which reached the decision an- 
nounced today. 

Naguib left his home today, 
however, for the first time since 
his collapse on March 29. He 
drove to the military hospital 
for X-ray treatment, then went 
to the pyramids of Giza for an 
hour, where he _ talked with 
tourists and signed autographs. 

Guidance Minister Salah Sa- 
Jem said the order banishing the 
old politicians aimed to bar a 
comeback of those “who ruled 
Egypt under Farouk’s corrupt 
regime and were, through their 
compliance with Farouk and due 
to their failure to resist his 
tyranny, responsible for the cor- 
ruption of Egypt's political life.” 

The drastic order goes back 
to the wartime yedr of 1942 
when Britain imposed a govern- 
ment on Egypt with a show of 
military force. 

The press syndicate was set 
up to protect the interests of 
newspaper owners and their 
employes. Although it is not an 
official organization, the mem- 
bership of the owners and news- 
papermen is subject to the ap- 
proval of the Ministry of In- 
terior.

Andrei Y. Vishinsky yester- 
day called for amendment of a 
British resolution naming the 
United States, Britain, France, 
Russia and Canada as members 
of a subcommittee to hold the 
secret disarmament discussions, 
adding the nations he selected. 
Neither India nor Czechoslo- 
vakia is on the Disarmament 
Commission. Red China is net 
a member of the U.N. 

If Vishinsky stands on his con- 
tention that talks on control of 
atomic and hydrogen weapons 
will be futile unless the nations 
he named are permitted to at- 
tend, it is evident that little 
progress can be made. Ignoring 


his nominees, he said, could 
only have “negative conse- 
quences.”

| pointed out, to start hammering 
together a defense pact. But 


\fore the question comes up at 


a defense structure like that 
NATO setup can be established 
beginning at once. The British 
are much more cautious, insist- 
ing that what happens at the 
Geneva conference will deter- 
mine whether such a system 
comes into being.

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Priority to Geneva 


The commitments on Indochina which Sec- 
retary Dulles obtained from Britain and France 
appear to fall considerably short of what he 
set out to get. They may also go beyond what 
the British and French first intended to 
give him. : 

Somewhere between the two extremes, Mr. 
Dulles has succeeded in gaining an expression 
of collective concern with the problem of Indo- 
china, and the ‘British and. French have suc- 
ceeded in gaining an expression of hope for 
some negotiated settlement at the Geneva con- 
ference. Whether the whole exchange has ad- 
vanced or retarded the possibility of agreement 
at Geneva, only the conference itself can reveal. 

Before he took wing on his unusual trip to 
London and Paris, Mr. Dulles was seeking a 
united declaration of some sort—to be made 


’ before Geneva—warning the Chinese Commu- 


nists against aggression in Indochina. This was 
his idea of the “united action’’ called for in the 
present situation. 


The French and British opposed anything 
in the nature of an ultimatum, and it seems 
clear that Mr. Dulles did not change their minds 
on this point. Instead of issuing a blunt warning 
to China, the Paris and London communiques 
“deplored” the fact that the Communists have 
stepped up their activities In Indochina on the 
eve of the Geneva conference. They then prom- 
ised to “examine the possibility” of establishing, 
obviously after Geneva, a collective defense 
within the terms of the United Nations charter. 

This is generally taken to signify the signing. 
of a mutual defense treaty on the model of the 
North Atlantic pact, by which the United States, 
Britain, France, Australia, New Zealand, the 
Philippines and Thailand would in effect guar- 
antee the Associated States of Indochina against 
military aggression. 


Just what such a pact would add to the situa- 
tion in the Southern Pacific has not yet been 
spelled out. As far as the United States is con- 
cerned, we are already pretty well committed, 
by previous declarations and by the U.N. charter, 
to act to repel outright aggression in Indochina. 
The problem is how to cope with something 
short of outright aggression—with Chinese aid 
to a native Communist movement which ex- 
ploits the age-old popular hatred of colonial 
rule. 


Would a NATO-type pact offer in this twi- 
light zone a security which is not offered by 
present arrangements? 


Such considerations must wait until after the 
Geneva conference, which now has clear pri- 
ority. The Western powers go into the con- 
ference with a greater degree of unity than 
seemed possible a few days ago, and that unity 
is in itself a warning to the Communists against 
new adventures. It must be hoped that on both 
sides there will now be an earnest effort 
to negotiate, not necessarily a final political 
settlement, but a cease-fire agreement which 
could open the way to a future settlement. 


The United States ought to make clear be- 
yond any doubt that American policy supports 
a cease-fire if one can be arranged on fair and 
enforceable terms. Secretary Dulles has been 
accused—unjustly, we hope—of seeking to tor- 
pedg the Geneva conference. He can best answer 
those charges by showing that in Indochina as 
in Korea, America stands for resistance to ag- 
gression, but not for an expanded war. 
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What Bock Beer Days? 


Today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, “Bock Beer 
Days in St. Louis,” unhappily refers to bygone 
days. This is not because St. Louis no longer 
enjoys a good saengerfest, or lacks that old 
springtime feeling for a stein of brown brew. It 
is simply that there is no bock. 

A little bock beer has been shipped into the 
city from points north and east. St. Louis brew- 
eries, however, have generally given up the 
bock business for a very practical reason. It is 
not economical. Down at Tony’s and over at 
Louie's, they say bock sells well the first week 
and then people lose interest. 

This makes it -hardly worthwhile to brew 
bock, which has to be specially brewed in small 
batches. An eminent brewmaster hereabouts 
(any real brewmaster is eminent) asserts that 
the malt, which is the main ingredient in any 
beer, is roasted longer te produce the dark 
bock with the creamy foam. More hops are 
used, too. 

As to the common rumor that bock should 
be made from the residue left over in spring 
housecleaning at the brewery—nothing to it, 
our brewmaster says. There is another rumor 
that something that looks like bock can be made 
with additives, but no honest brewmaster would 
comment on that; he would merely throw up his 
hands in horror. 

This pretty well sums up these bock beer 
days in St. Louis. There aren't any. The beer 
used to appear about Easter time, as Lucille 
Kohler’s story reprinted from Harper’s observes. 
More recently it has appeared as early as St. 
Valentine's day, Even the early sales did not 
rescue it from its present status, which is only 
that of a happy memory. 
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History and Hysteria 

In his Green memorial lectures at Westmin- 
ster College, Fulton, former President Truman 
presented knowledge and understanding as the 
specific cures for intolerant, suicidal hysteria. 
Not only did he recall various American out- 
breaks of mass hysteria, beginning with the hor- 
rors of Salem's Gallows Hill, but he also analyzed 
the mood in which they flourished and the sinis- 
ter purposes to which they were bent. Further, 
he undertook this excursion into history to 
preach a most important lesson for today. 

The big question, of course, is: In a nation 
which underwent the ordeals of Salem, the Alien 
and Sedition Laws, the anti-Masonic agitation, 
the Know-Nothing scandal and the outrages of 
the Klan and felt a mortifying shame fs each 
such storm of passion subsided, how can people 
still be carried away by a recurrence of the 
plague? 

It is only part of the answer to say that his- 
tory has been forgotten or that its lessons have 
not been learned. It is more to the point that 
some men have learned history, not to apply its 
salutary teachings, but rather to turr old abuses 
to new ends, their own selfish and immoral ends. 

And honest men may ask today, what do Salem 
witch tridls have to do with Russian, Commu- 
nism? Witches were figments of the imagination, 
but surely the Kremlin is real. It is. Mr. Truman 
made it quite clear that while “Communism has 
never amounted to much 4as a political movement 
in this country,” there is a real danger in the ef- 
fort of a foreign government to use it in build- 
ing a fifth column in the United States. Hence 
the need for vigilance. 

. The dangerous men, however, are those who 
are little concerned with the genuine threat of, 


espionage and sabotage, but whe cultivate, in- 
stead, hysteria for hysteria’s sake. They stir 
up confusion, prejudice and blind hate. And 
these false leaders create this false atmosphere 
for their aggrandizement. 

Harry Truman made it a little easier for his 
fellow citizens to distinguish between vigilance 
against an existing threat and the ruthless deceit 
which would dupe us out of our heritage of self- 
respect, independence and freedom.

But there can hardly be 
optimism about its acceptance by a Congress in 
which the majority has shown no enthusiasm 
even for President Eisenhower’s health plan. 
Rural communities, especially in Kansas and 
other Midwestern states, have for some years 
been building offices, clinics and small hospitals 
to attract doctors. In most cases, the physical 
facilities become the doctor’s property after he 
has served the community for an agreed number 
of years. Meanwhile, he uses them free of rent. 
Several variations of such arrangements are, of 
course, possible. 


As Senator Humphrey says, each of them 
represents a clear assumption by a number of 
people of “direct responsibility for the solution 
of their health care problems.” Where communi- 
ties have been able to afford: it, the plan has 
brought medical care to otherwise neglected 
areas. By providing easy loans, the Humphrey 
proposal would make possible a wider applica- 
tion of this idea. 


Its full success, of course, would depend on 
training enough doctors to meet the need. But 
that could be done also by stepped-up aid to 
medical schools, and perhaps by grants or loans 
to medical students who need help to complete 
a long and costly education. 

Whether or not this Congress adopts the pro- 
posal, it is one that will be brought up again 
simply because there is evidence enough to show 
that it works. 
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Some New Lines in Russia 

After scanning some of the more recent cables 
from Moscow, we cannot help wondering whether 
in the dark of a night not long ago the Bol- 
sheviks were driven out of the Kremlin and 
their places taken by a bunch of hucksters. 

Orders to increase the output of TV sets 
from 100,000 to 1,000,000 a year, vacuum clean- 
ers from 100,000 to 500,060 and refrigerators 
from 60,000 to 330,000 made us rub our eyes a 
bit. Yet this did not seem a revolutionary change 
from the “five-year plan” schedules for loco- 
motives and tractors. Even the announcement 
that visky had been put on the market for those 
not too keen on vodka could be taken with only 
a small break in stride. 

But when Anastag . Mikoyan, Minister of 
Trade, broke out with a long pep talk on adver- 
tising—three pages long in Pravda—then it 
really gave to wonder. Russian ads, he said, are 
too dull, too stereotyped. There must be better 
copy, more color, more emphasis on service for 
the customer. There must be an end to painting 
all bicycles one color—red, of course. Get bigger 
sales by giving the public a bigger range of 
choices, he said. Put more zip in ads for bread 
slicers, washing machines, pots and pans. Tell 
the housewife that these gadgets will free her 
from petty chores, give her more time for beauty 
culture and television shows. 

The last line did it. Did that come from a com- 
missar or was it spoken at the board meeting of 
a live-wire advertising agency? Did it come from 
the conservative house of Malenkov & Molotov, 
or from a Muscovite Benton & Bowles? Se far 
we are not changing our opinions, but they will 
have to undergo one of those “painful re-exami- 
nations” if somebody reports that the Russians 
are now producing soap operas,

Between Book Ends 
‘Caviar From the Continent 
EUROPEAN LITERATURE AND THE LATIN MIDDLE 

AGES, by Ernst R. Curtius; translated by Willard 

R. Trask. atexeers Series 36, Pantheon Books, 

662 pgs., $5.50.) 

Viewing Europe’s literature and cul- 
ture as a co-extensive unit from Homer 
to Goethe, Dr. Curtius applies the whole 
range of his scholarship to the Middle 
Ages in this superbly written and trans- 
lated volume. He spans a little-known 
stretch of literary history extending 
from Charlemagne’s time to the six- 
teenth century. 

This work grew out of 15 years of 
studies begun in 1933 when Curtius, a 
professor at Bonn, decided “to. serve 
the idea of medievalistic humanism” 
after unsuccessfully attacking certain 
attitudes forerunnipg the Nazi regime. 
He was then alftady known as an 
authority on modern French writers 
and as a translator of “The Waste 
Land.” 

The full scope of this book precludes 
adequate review. It’s 18 chapters cover 
more than a hundred subjects; in addi- 

tion, it has 25 “ex- 
cursuses” on vari- 
ous topies and a lec- 
ture, “The Medieval 
Bases of Western 
Thought,” deliv- 
ered at.the Goethe 
bicentennial conyo- 
cation in 1949. 

By “Latin Mid- 
dle Ages’’ the 
author means 
Rome’s share in all 
medieval govern- 
ment, religion and 
culture — some 
thing broader than 

the mere survival 
of Latin language and literature. He 
shows that instead of declining, Latin 
poetry and learning flourished in the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries, just 
when vernacular or “romance” Htera- 
tures began to develop.

Radford made these points in 
a strategy briefing given to the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. ~ 
The Middle East. 


Of the Middle East, Radford 
said that the current intense 
feeling between Israel and the 
Arab states is “a bar to any 
unity of action between them 
and is a menace to peace in the 
area.” 


Radford devoted much of his 
briefing to the problems of Asia, 
particularly to Indochina, but 
he said they were only a part of 
the global problem created by | 
the challenge of Communism.

For 
the year ended March 31, net 
income was: $430,090,000 or 
$10.25 a share against $372,- 
922,103 or $10.08 a share on a 
lesser number of shares the pre- 
ceding 12 months. 

The Bell system, consisting of 
A.T.& T. and its principal tele- 
phone subsidiaries, had consoli- 
dated net income of $129,539,- 
695 for the three months ended 
Feb. 28. Of this, $125,894,448 or 
$2.94 a share was applicable to 
A.T.& T. stock and the remain- 
der to minority holdings in sub- 
sidiaries not wholly owned by 
the company. 

In the like quarter a year ago, 
net income was $116,263,614, 
with $113,202,341 or $2.89 a 
share applicable to A.T.&T.

A Report on This Week's 
Survey on Meats, Veg- 
etables and Fruits for 
Easter Dinner.

T is always more fun to go 
J »-marketing when there is 
some special feast in the off- 
ing, rather than just the routine 
three-meals-a - 

day. And when 
it is such a joy 
ous occasion as 
Easter, the mak- 
ing of plans be-~ 
comes a reéal 
pleasure. 

There isn't 
much doubt 
which item will 
4 go into the ma- 
jority of market baskets this 
weekend. Eggs—to be tinted in 
rainbow hues and decorated as 
fancifully as imagination can 
conceive; eggs to delight all of 
the small fry on that happy 
morning. 

Prices may he up slightly be- 
eause of the heavier demand, but 
eggs should be far from ex- 
pensive. And of course you may 
find that the white ones will 
command a premium over those 
of darker hue, so bear in mind 
whether the brown ones will be 
satisfactory for your purposes, 
and you may be able to save 
a few cents. 


You will have no difficulty 
finding hams of all sizes and 
types (the expected shortage of 
small ones which we mentioned 
last week apparently has been 
averted). However, the smaller 
sizes_ will be proportionately 
much more expensive than the 
larger ones, so you may find it 
economical to buy half of a large 
one to obtain the same weight. 


If you have your heart set on 
an Easter leg o* lamb, be pre- 
pared to pay the price. They 
won't be cheap, or even reason- 
able. But if you will settle for 
a lamb shoulder roast, or per- 
haps lamb shoulder chops or 
steaks, the tariff shouldn't’ be 
too stiff. 


Chickens are up from the lows 
of recent months, although they 
still represent good _ values. 
Squabs have flown out of sight 
of the average homemaker, and 
capons are fairly high. St. 
Louisans, however, are missing 
a bet in passing up guinea hens, 
which are a real delicacy and 
can be had at very economical 
prices. 


Just a reminder: For a real 
economy buy, don’t forget that 
beef pot roast.

OU wilh find an excellent 
y choice of fruits to serve with 
your Easter breakfast or din- 
ner. California oranges are now 
arriving in regular supply, with 
the result that they are some 
cheaper. Florida oranges are 
more plentiful this week than 
last and grapefruit continues to 
be abundant, cheap and deli- 
cious. Unfortunately, the pinks 
and reds have just about reached 

the end of the line. 


Some Temple oranges, the sec- 
ond bloom, are now in the mar- 
kets. The color isn’t as high as 
it might be, but this has no af- 
fect on the flavor. 


Better keep a good supply of 
lemons on hand just in case this 
changeable weather gives you a 
case of the sniffles. Large 
amounts of citrus taken at the 
onset of a cold can be a big 
help, and lemons are cheap 
enough. 

For a fresh fruit compote, you 
can choose pears, grapes, apples, 
pineapples and bananas. Those 
last two items deserve special 
consideration. Pineapples are a 
good buy; bananas a real bar- 
gain. 


Cantaloupes are moderating 
gradually, and heavier receipts 
of strawberries for the Easter 
season bring them down within 
reach. Hothouse. rhubarb is 
thinning out a bit, so the price 
may be a little higher.

F course you will want some 
() special vegetables for the 

special dinner. Asparagus is 
a worthy candidate. It is deli- 
cious, and prices have come 
down to the point where, on a 
pound-per-pound basis, you may 
find it cheaper than string 
beans. 


Broccoli, always a favorite, is 
of fine quality and shipments 
from both California and Texas 
have made the price quite rea- 
sonable. 


Cauliflower is a popular 
Faster vegetable in these parts, 
so we are happy to be able to 
give it the stamp of approval 
on both price and quality. 

Don’t hesitate on corn—you 
need have no fears. Mushrooms 
are another rather festive 
vegetable which is yours at a 
comparatively reasonable fig- 
ure. 

Celery continues to maintain 
its high standards, and eggplant 
will be available at about pres- 
ent prices. 

Cabbage is unexcelled for 
quality this year; if you want a 
touch of color don’t overlook 
red cabbage; if you want to be 
9 bit fancy choose the savoy 
variety. 

There is lots of spinach, with 
kale, spantar’, eens ant r+ eg 
greens rounding out the picture. 
Farfots have firmed up a little 
in price, as have beets.

In many families Easter just 
wotldn’t be Easter without a 
gaily decorated ham; in others 
the day is synonymous with 
chicken, or with lamb served 
with mint jelly. In recent years 
there has been a trend toward 
turkey as the piece de resist- 
ance, with duckling another pos- 
sibility. 

If you cling to ham as the tra- 
ditional Easter meat, choose the 
type best suited to your family’s 
needs and tastes. There are on 
the market uncooked hams, 
ready-to-eat hams, hams which 
are completely cooked and need 
only heating through, and those 
real time and labor savers — 
canned hams. The label of the 
ham will tell you which kind 
you are buying and will includé 
directions for baking or heating. 
A mistake made too often is 
failure to allow time to heat 
thoroughly, so guard against this. 
Ham certainly deserves to be 
decked out in fancy dress for 
Easter, and it is fun to give it 
a special touch by scoring, glaz- 
ing and decorating. For glazing, 
remove from the oven one-half 
hour before the end of the cook- 
ing or heating time. Score the 
fat by cutting shallow gashes in 
crisscross pattern. To make a 
glaze that will really sparkle 
and add an artistic touch to the 
ham, keep the glaze free from 
fat. Pour off the drippings be- 
fore applying the glaze. Use only 
part of the glaze mixture for the 
first application; save the rest 
for basting at 10-minute inter- 
vals until the ham is a glisten- 
ing, golden brown. A word of 
warning: don’t scoop up the 
glaze from the bottom of the 
pan, since this has fat mixed 
with it. 

One good glaze (and there are 
dozens of excellent ones) can be 
made by measuring three-quar- 
ters cup of firmly packed brown 
sugar and moistening slightly 
with some pineapple or orange 
juice, then adding some ground 
cloves and a little grated orange 


rind. 


If you like to serve a sauce 
with ham, try this one as a 
change from the usual raisin 
sauce. 

Cherry Sauce for Ham. 
One can sour red ‘cherries, 
Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Two tablespoons cornstarch. 

One-fourth teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-half lemon. . 

Drain juice from cherries into 
a saucepan. Combine sugar, 
cornstarch and cinnamon and 
add to juice. Cook until thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add 
cherries and thinly sliced lemon. 
Simmer for 15 minutes, remove 
lemon and serve hot. 

If there are but two or three 
in your family, a center ham 
slice is the perfect answer. - It 
can be broiled in a matter of 
minutes and garnished to. have 
that pretty-as-spring look for 
your Easter table. 

Select a center slice cut one 
inch thick. Before broiling the 
ham, score the fat edges to pre- 
vent curling. Place the ham 
slice on a broiler rack set about

heat. Broil half of the total 
time, turn and finish broiling on 
the other side. For a one-inch 
thick slice, broil 18 to 20 min- 
utes; a three-fourths inch slice 
13 to 14 minutes. 

Fruits are a natural for gar- 
nishing ham. Try pineapple 
slices topped with cranberry bun- 
nies (cut with ‘a cookie cutter 
from one-half inch slices of 
jellied cranberry sauce). Or sur- 
round the ham slice with frosted 
grapes, made by dipping a small 
bunch of grapes into an egg 
white that has been beaten un- 
til sirupy and diluted with two 
tablespoons of water, then into 
granulated sugar. Stuffed apri- 
cots wreathed with watercress 
can be served as individual sal- 
ads when placed alongside the 
ham slice. Use a cream cheese 
and crushed pineapple mixture 
between canned apricot halves. 


If you choose a leg. of lamb 
for your Easter dinner, have the 
meat retailer leave the fell on 
the leg. This paper-like covering 
helps the leg to 
retain its shape 
during cooking 
and at the same 
time it shortens 
the roasting 
period. 

Here are the 
recommen d ed 
steps to follow: 
Slip a rack in 
your roasting 
pan in order to keep the meat 
up off the bottom of the pan. 
Place leg of lamb on rack with 
the skin side down. Salt roast 
at this time, if desired, or after 
roasting. Since salt penetrates 
only about one-half inch. the 
time of seasoning makes little 
difference. 

If you have a roast meat 
thermometer, use it as follows: 
Insert in roast so that bulb rests 
in the thickest section, but not 
in fat or on bone. Do no cover 
the roast or add water to it. By 
adding water and covering you 
would be braising this meat 
rather than roasting. 


Place roast in a 300-degree 
oven. Cook at this constant tem- 
perature for the entire time. 
Slow roasting of the lamb leg, 
the same as a standing rib of 
beef, assures an evenly cooked 
and attractive roast..It also pre- 
vents shrinkage—actually saving 
as much as two to three serv- 


Estimate cooking time by al- 
lowing 30 to 35 mmutes per 
pound. The roast meat ther- 
mometer will register 175 de- 
grees for medium-done lamb; 
180 degrees for well-done lamb. 

When roast is cooked, remove 
from oven and place in a warm 
spot to “set.” Allow about 20 
minutes for the leg of lamb. 
This waiting period will endear 
you to the man of the house, 
since it makes’ the meat much 
easier to carve.

In Covered Pan: Put about 
two tablespoons of water in the 
bottom of a pan or skillet which 
has a tight fitting lid.

The Banking Committee thus 
moved in ahead of Senator Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, chairman of 
the Senate-House Committee on 
Reduction of Non-Essential Ex- 
penditure. Byrd already had 
summoned Cole to appear be- 
fore his group next Tuesday. 
Shortly after Capehart’s an- 
nouncement, Byrd said his first 
witness Tuesday morning would 
be T. Coleman Andrews, chief 
of the Bureau of Internal Reve- 


nue. 

Byrd told reporters he was 
not certain whether his commit- 
tee would take testimony from 
Cole on Tuésday or at some 
later date.

FEAR OF SHORTAGE 
COFFEE PRICE FACTOR 


Cost Soared Before Supply 
Declined, FTC Economist 
Observes.

ART BUCHWALD whole spirit of a 
great French painter. If Lautrec had been as 
he was portrayed in the film, he would net have 
been the great painter he was. He was a proud 
man, a cynical man. In the film they showed 
him as humble, pitiful and small.” The family 
was also furious at the way Lautrec’s father 
was portrayed. “The father was a wonderful 
man. He was a sweet man.”

“BUT,” WE ASKED HER, “hasn't the picture 
done a great deal of good for people who have 
never heard of Lautrec?” 

“Yes, perhaps,” she said. “In Sioux City and 
Cheyenne it may have been good. People who 
never heard of Lautrec may go to see his paint- 
ings now. But for the people who know Lautrec 
and know his life it is not good at all.” 

“But the picture was based on the book.” 

“Yes, but the book ‘Moulin Rouge’ wasn’t 
ery popular in France.

“WHAT DID THE FAMILY object to the 
most?” 

“The love story was ridiculous. Lautrec had 
no such affairs as were portrayed in the film. 
He did not drink because he was unhappy 
about women not accepting him. He drank for 
pleasure. He drank because the subjects he 
painted drank. He had something else in his 
head besides women.” 

“Was there anything about the picture you 
liked?” 

“We liked Jose Ferrer and the Vertes draw- 
ings, but we didn’t like the girls.. Poor Ferrer, 
it wasn’t his fault. We blame John Huston. He 
did not catch the true spirit of the artist.” 

“But didn’t the French people like the 
picture?” 

“Yes, but they are not as close to it as we

AT THE SAME PARTY we also spoke to 
Assis Chateaubriand, the Brazilian newspaper 
ezar who owns 30 Brazilian newspapers, 24 radio 
stations, three television stations and five maga- 
zines. Senator Chateaubriand talked about the 
coffee trouble in Brazil. 

“Speculation wasn’t responsible for the coffee 
shortage,” he said, “It was the drouth. Ameri- 
cans are very mad because the price of coffee 
has gone up, but they forget when it was being 
sold for 7 cents a pound. The United States 
is the biggest buyer of Brazilian coffee and buys 
12,500,000 bags out of the 14,500,000 bags we 
export each year. They always buy the best 
quality, but I think Americans make the worst 
coffee. It’s undrinkable. They crush the coffee 
—they don’t beat it into a powder. You have to 
have a powder to get the true bouquet out of 
coffee. 

“The best coffee in Europe is Italian coffee. 
The Italians know what to do with it. Most of 
Europe buys its coffee from Africa. You have to 
have dollars to get Brazilian coffee. But it 
would help the good neighbor policy if Ameri- 
cans knew what to do with the coffee when 


they bought it.”

CAN remember just a few 
| vears ago when no one knew 

anything about piza but 
Italians and a few people who 
went in for Italian delicacies. 
Now everyone is eating the stuff. 
Most people even know how to 
ronounce it, now that it has 

n worked into a popular 
song. Pizza recipes have be- 
come as numerous as canape 
recipes, and the sky's the limit. 
Now, it would seem. the 
question has come up as to the 
proper way to eat pizza. An 


, advertising company, addicted to 


surveys, has made one on this 
subject, setting out to learn how 
many pizza eaters use forks, how 
many use their fingers and how 
many hold with what they call 
the continental custom of rolling 
their pizzas. Personally I've never 
encountesed a pizza that could 
be rolled, but we'll let that one 
slide. ' 
After cohsulting authorities on 
etiquette, the advertising com- 
pany came up with the answers. 
It’s proper to hold quarter sec- 
tions of pizza, regardless of its 
topping, in the fingers. The 
procedure is to pick up a pie- 
shaped wedge at the arc edge, 
placing thumb and third finger 
under the edge, while the fore- 
finger rests on top of the crust. 
While your are practicing 
that, we'll go on to the next 
paragraph, which says you can 
also eat it with a fork if you 
prefer to be somewhat more 
delicate abaut it. “The narmal 
left-and-right hand switch is 
considered good style,” it con- 
cludes, which comes as some- 
thing of a relief to an old left- 
and-right fork switcher.

OW that that has been set- 
N tea, we'll proceed to the 
subject of the pizza itself, 
which is considerably more im- 
fortant. This dish was pretty 
simple when it first began to 
gain wide-spread popularity— 
just cheese and tomato and some 
Parmesan sprinkled on top and 
the whole thing baked until the 
topping melted and blended. It’s 
come a long way since then. 
First they started adding things 
like sausage and hunks of bo- 
logna and anchovies. Now 
they've gone on to mushrooms, 
chicken, clams, diced sirloin of 
beef and chunks of lobster tail.

up everywhere. Some people 
refer to them as pizza pies, but 
pizza is the Italian word for pie, 
so there isn’t much point in say- 
ing pie pie. As the Italians make 
it, it is a circle of leavened 
dough worked up with a small 
amount of olive oil, and then 
topped with various mixtures, 
the staple ingredients being to- 
mato and cheese. 

If you want to be a perfec- 
tionist, you will make your own 
dough, like the Italians use. It 
contains neither shortening nor 
sugar, which is why you have to 
work in the olive oil. 

Dissolve a half cup of yeast in 
a half cup of lukewarm water. 
Sift two cups of flour and a 
half teaspoon of salt ento a 
board. Add the dissolved yeast 
and knead the mixture for 15 
minutes. Now add a tablespoon 


of olive oil and keep on knead- 
ing until it can be worked into 
a smooth ball. Cover it with a 
cloth and set it in a warm place 
until it doubles in size. Then 
you can roll it out into one 
large, or several small circles to 
suit your needs. ?

F YOU don’t want to do this, 
[:: many of us don't, you can 

make an acceptable pizza with 
a prepared soda dough mix. 
Knead it, and flatten it out and 
proceed as though it were the 
real thing. Simpler still, split an 
English muffin and use each 
half as the foundation for a 
small pizza.

Fix It Yourself

About Closets. 


| 
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OST people think that the 

main problem about closets 

is that there just areh'’t 
enough of them and the few 
there are just happen to be too 
small. 


All this is very true but it 
isn't the whole story. One of the 
chief problems about many 
closets is poor ventilation. If 
clothes are stored for any length 
of time in a poorly ventilated 
closet they often take on an un- 
pleasant odor. Often these same 
closets will be damp in both 
summer.and winter and this can 
lead to mildew which isn't very 
good for anything. 

Another common closet prob- 
lem is heat. Many closets are set 
up against chimneys or have 
heating lines passing through 
them and between the heat and 
the poor ventilation you get a 
pretty miserable condition. 


As far as reducing the heat jn 


the closet you can accomplish: 


a good deal here by installing 
sheets of insulating board around 
the chimney and insulating the 
pipes. 

Ventilation, of course, is more 
difficult. A louvered closet door 
will help considerable and if 
you are handy with tools you 
can make one from the existing 
closet door. A vent or louver on 
the outside wall will also help 
matters considerably. Airing the 
closet weekly with the aid of a 
portable fan is also helpful. 


Packing a closet too full of 
garments will, of course, reduce 
the possibility of ever obtain- 
ing good ventilation. There 
should be a sufficient amount of 
free space on the sides and at 
top and bottom to insure a 
normal flow of air.

Muenster. Have your dough not 
more than a quarter inch thick 
and make little depressions in 
it with your fingertips.

Or you can use anchovy 
instead of cheese. But remem- 
ber, if you use anchovy, don't 
use salt. 

The sausage pizza is 4 popular 
one. When you spread the 
dough, place on it first a thin 
layer of slices of Italian sausage. 
Then put on the tomato and 
cheese as before. Smoked tongue 
is also excellent, but when you 
use tangy meats, it probably is 
best to omit the cheese. Now 
that you know how to make the 
basic dish, you can go on from 
there and make up your own 
variations of pizza.

F you're not familiar with 
Mozzarella cheese, it is one of 
e more popular of the many 
ItaNan cheeses and is used in a 
lot dishes. It's a cow's milk 
chees®;unusually soft and un- 
salted. It comes tm-egg Shapes 
or twists. It is quite bland. 

Some other Italian cheeses: 
Gorgonzola, a soft cheese with 
a greenish interior, It is sharp 
and tangy and rich and consid- 
ered by many as one of the more 
delicious cheeses. It’s a fine des- 
sert cheese. — 

Pecorino is a goat cheese, 
somewhat whitish in color and 
usually aged to hardness. It is 
most often used for grating, but 
many like it as is along with 
onions and wine. 

When you see a cheese which 
looks like a long gourd, hanging 
by a rope tied around its neck, 
it's Provolo. Very palatable, The 
favorite Italian cheese of gour- 
mets is Quaglio. It is mellowed, 
as one gourmet once said, to the 
point of movement. One chases 
it over the dish.

T FIFTEEN, as at fourteen, many boys and girls :con- 
A tive to admire and respect their fathers more than 

they do their mothers, even though many say that they 
feel closer to their mothers. 

One reason for admiration of father at this age is that 
many feel that he knows more than mother. As one boy 
told us, “I listen to my father because he’s almost always 
right. The reason I don’t listen to my mother is that I'm 
right almost as much as she is.”

THOUGH MANY FIFTEENS actually do believe that 
father knows more than they do, you might never guess it 
from observing them. For argument is the breath of life 
to the average intelligent 15-year-old boy or girl. Some of 
them seem never happier than when arguing with authority. 

“He listens to what I say,” is about as high a compli- 
ment as fifteen can pay his father. “He usually wins the 
argument, but at least he has respect for what I think!” 

Conversely, one of the major complaints about fathers 
is, “He doesn’t let me explain. He won't listen to my 
ideas.” 

As at fourteen, fathers in general nag less about little 
daily things—posture, homework, neatness. But when it 
comes to big issues—especially getting in at night—there 
are really likely to be fireworks. Mother may seem to be a 
nagger, day in and day out—but when it comes to getting 
in nights (perhaps, like the writers, she remembers her 
own problems on that score), she is likely to be 007 more 
lenient than is father. 

“We get on awfully well except about coming in aie’ 
says one girl. “But, of course, all girls have that trouble 
with their fathers.”

SOMETIMES, ABOUT THIS or other disciplinary mat- 
ters, there are occasionally real blowups, involving the 
whole family. And many fathers state—of sons more than 
of daughters—‘“No respect for what you say unless it is 
with an fron hand.” Relativé<rules often don't seem to 
work, and fathers often resort to: “Absolutely no more 
(whatever it is).” 

Very friendly appreciative relationships exist between 
many fifteens and their fathers, but earlier adoration and 
hero worship is now definitely replaced by rather frank 
evaluation of father. “‘He’s not really fatherly like you read 
in the books.” Or, “He’s not much good at radio, but we 
do have a good time camping.” Or, “He detests radio, but 
he’s awfully good at machinery.” 

In general, except for occasional blowups, things go 
fairly smoothly, and in families where they don’t most
